officer of AECA/-3AR0/1, talked to. me about the decision of the PPG. He said 
that the decision that it made was inevitable, .because they didn’t know mofe 
of the capabilities of A/l, whom 33p erdonall Y believes to be of staff j 

caliber. If you go on the assumption that he is of staff caliber, then we. 
should consider giving him training, including Russian language, to make him 
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more? generally useful. X told hin that we would take this into consideration, 
but that of the two Latvian contract agents that we were now femplpying, I 
considered the other, ^J(p),to be nore of staff calib-r. 
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
